REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 16-41 and 
43 : The prior art did not teach or suggest a method for providing fire prevention in an aircraft as 
amended in claiml6, a system for providing fire prevention in an aircraft as amended in claim 
28, a method for extinguishing fires using water mist propelled by hypoxic air as amended in 
claim 38, a system for extinguishing fires using water mist propelled by hypoxic air as amended 
in claim 39, and a method of extinguishing fires as amended in claims 40 and 41 by the 
applicant, together in combination with the other claimed features of applicant's invention. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 46-71 : The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a method for providing a hypoxic fire prevention environment 
in an aircraft or an aircraft fire prevention system claimed by the applicant, specifically a method 
and system providing a source of hypoxic air into the compartment and maintaining a hypoxic 
atmosphere having an oxygen content in a range between 10%- 16% during fiight, together in 
combination with the other claimed features of applicant's invention.
